minder that ouf future plans in 
educationa] matters, if they are 
to be equally successful, must be 
made with clear understanding 
of the interdependence of educa- 
tional units and the danger of 
favoring one without thought of- 
the other. 

At the present time, if we may 
believe educational] statistics, 
California is supporting a larger 
percentage of its population in 
colleges and universities than is 
any of the six largest States in 
the Union. Before attempting 
to further increase this number 
by the development of addi- 
tional university-type schools on 
the foundation of junior colleges 
and teachers’. colleges, it is wise 
to determine whether the whole 
educational system, which has 
been fifty years or more in the 
building, would be strengthened 
or weakened by such action.

HEN Lou Daro first came to Los Angeles with his idea of “bring- 
ing back” wrestling ina big way, he had little capital except a 
supreme faith that his beloved wrestling was the king of sports, 


and a firm belief that good matches, properly and fairly staged, 
would bring it back to public favor. | . 


Daro tolled through years of near-poverty, bore the gibes of sports . 
writers and sports followers, all of whom professed to find something elab- |. 
Orately comical in the idea of Daro’s “beeg, strong 
fellas,” but he has lived to see his wrestling bouts 
pack in the cash customers clear to the rafters of the 
Olympic Auditorium, and become one of the most pop- 
ular sports spectacles in Los Angeles. Incidentally, he 
has seen one of his proteges win—and lose—the heavy- 
weight wrestling championship of the world.

To rest idly upon the achievements of the 
past is to take the first step of retrogression;

HE HALF-CENTURY which has elapsed since the establishment of The Los Angeles Times’ 
has unquestionably produced a more important change in the material conditions affecting the 
life of human beings than that brought about by many preceding centuries. Prior to the found- 
ing of The Los Angeles Times, say, less than another half-century, people lived in about the same way 
cost they had lived fully 2,000 years before. And, truth to tell, in some respects there had been retro- 
gression, for, be it known, nowhere in the world then could one travel as far in a day as the heralds of 
imperial Rome constantly journeyed. 

Methods of travel and communication were quite primitive until the advent of steam, “which was, 

of course, before The Times was born. However, some ten years before 1881, steam road transportation 
had increased the size of Los Angeles from the Pueblo stage to a population slightly in excess of 11,000. 
{Perhaps 1881 should be taken as the dividing line between the old era and the new, not alone in Los 
41 Angeles, but all of Southern California. 
Steam navigation into either old Wilmington or jo Pedro was slow, due, of course, to absence of 
i demand. Ten years after the birth of The Times, breakwater completion was urged for a harbor that 
cargoes might be shored without aid of lighters. The population had increased to 50,000. From this time 
on boom towns were obliterated, small Southern California towns of the earlier eighties became incorpo- 
rated cities and together with Los Angeles all were able to take care of the steadily increasing number 
of homeseekers.

One of the show places of interest to the general public, as well as to horse lovers, is the 
800-acre W. K. Kellogg Arabian Horse Ranch, near Pomona, Calitornia. This ranch is owned 
by the well-known cereal manufacturer of Battle Creek, Michigan, and is devoted co the breed- 
ing of registered Arabian horses of the choicest families. 


Mr. Kellogg's Arabians have won many championships at Southern California shows, and 
registered breeding stock has been distributed to England, Mexico, Alaska and Hawaii, as well 
as to many states. Also, pleasure saddle horses have been sold to parties in various states. 


One of the best-known horses. at this ranch is the gray stallion Jadaan, which has taken 
part in the Rose Tournament parades, as well as being exhibited at several fairs. Jadaan also is 
well known because he was the mount for the late Rudolph Valentino in the photoplay, “The 
Son of the Sheik,” and because of his participation in the picture, “Beau Ideal.” 


The dappled-gray stallion Raseyn comes from an illustrious line of foreign ancestors, and 
was himself champion Arabian stallion at Los Angeles National Horse Show. The two-year-old 
chestnut Ferdin was champion at this same show, and the mares Rifla and Shemseh were also 
champions at the Los Angeles Horse Shows. 


Several of Mr. Kellogg's Arabians have won championships at the Los Angeles County Fair. 
Antez and Schilla were stallion and mare champions, respectively, in 1928; Hanad and Rifla car- 
ried off the same honors in 1929, and Hanad and Valencia were the favored ones at the 1950 Fair. 

The Kellogg Ranch is the largest Arabian breeding plant in Americs (poring 80 pure-bred 
Arabs), and the second largest in the world. 


Situated only a mile north of the Valley Boulevard and tour miles west of Pomona, the 
Kellogg Ranch is very accessible to motorists. Several road signs aid in locating the ranch. 
More than 130,000 visitors have called at the stables during this year. Admission is free. 
Special showings are made Sunday afternoon, between the hours of two and five.

In 1870, the factory consisted of 
a single building covering 20 x 30 
feet. The demand for soap grew 
and Mr. Forthmann went to San 
Francisco and brought a friend, 
William Bergin, who was in the 
soap business there, to Los Angeles.

For five years Mexico had been 
in a state of revolution. There 
was considerable fighting at 
Juarez and Nogales, just over 
our southern frontier. Hundreds 
of foreigners had been killed, 
thousands driven from the coun- 
try, and mines, industries and 
agricultural lands valued at 
many millions of dollars had 
been occupied and devastated. 

England, France, Germany and 
Holland protested to our govern- 
ment that it must either protect 
the lives and property of their 
nationals in Mexico, under the 
implied provisions of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, or our government 
must stand aside while they sent 
a combined fleet to protect the 
lives and property of their na- 
tionals. 

President Wilson would not 
consent to send an American 
army into Mexico to restore or- 
der; neither would he consent to 
afmed interference by the Euro- 
pean powers. The international 
situation was becoming acute 
when the war in Europe, in 
which all the major European 
powers were engaged, left the 
Mexicans free to develop a revo- 
lution after their own fashion.

Villa was 
approached by the diplomats, but 
he scorned the proffered distinc- 
tion, saying, in high disdain: “I 
would rather be Villa the bandit 
than Villa the President.” 

Meanwhile a real leader and 
patriot had risen from the masses 
on the West Coast of Mexico— 
Alvaro Obregon. He came from 
the State of Sonora, where he 
had once worked as a laborer 
in the mines.

EAGLE ROCK 


Eagle Rock, which was orig- 
inally built as a suburb of Los 
Angeles and that was incorpo- 
rated as a village in 1911, is now 
a part of the metropolis, having 
been consolidated with the 
greater city on May 17, 1923. 

Eagle Rock is one of the com- 
munities that was built on the 
Verdugo land grant, the first 
grant to be made in Southern 
California, and thus is linked 
with the early history of Cali- 
fornia. 

The community is exclusively a 
residential one, having no indus- 
trial development. The 1920 cen- 
sus gave Eagle Rock a population 
of 2256, which had grown to 12,- 
250 by 1930. 


NORTH LOS ANGELES 


It began, too, as a 
settlement in the once-famous 
barley field. It is now the center 
of a walnut-packing industry, 
with a pickling plant, sugar-beet 
shipping and varied fruit and ag- 
ricultural businesses as side lines. 


SAN FERNANDO 


grew out of a shade tree where 
drovers halted to swap cigarettes 
and rest, although the old San 
Fernando Mission, two. miles to 
the west, was erected the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. 
The present town, which has 
grown greatly within the last few 
years, has a population of about 
8000 with an actual property val- 
uation estimated at $12,000,000. 


“VAN NUYS 


Van Nuys, lusty suburban town 
and part of the Los Angeles met- 
ropolitan area, was founded on 
Washington's birthday in 1911. 
The town’s one boast is that it 
Was carved out of a huge barley 
field and grew to something over- 
night. It was annexed to Los 
Angeles in 1915 and is eighteen 
miles from the bigger city.

CALABASAS 
Cal&tbasas fifty years ago, ac- 
cording to the best-accepted leg- 
ends, was just the place where all 
the wild-and-woolly-ness of the 
Old West first started.

NORTH HOLLYWOOD

Canoga Park, until recently 
Owensmouth, has an actua)] prop- 
erty valuation of $18,000,000.

. county of slightly more than 100,- 
000 inhabitants which can pro- 
duce and market an orange crop 
exceeding $35,000,000 in income 
need not be shy. 


SANTA ANA 


Just sixty-two years ago Wil- 
liam H. Spurgeon laid out the 
site of Santa Ana in a mustard 
field. Today, with 30,322 popula- 
tion, Santa Ana is the political 
and commercial] capital of Orange 
County, while fuel, transporta- 
tion and labor conditions fore- 
cast industrial development. 

Santa Ana residents can re- 
member 1931 as a year of con- 
struction of public and private 
buildings of very substantial 
character. The new ‘Frances 
Willard Junior High School, in 
the northwest section of the 
city, has been described as out- 
standing in public school edi- 
fices of its kind. Requiring an 
expenditure of about $400,000 this 
educational plant embraces all 
the latest facilities for education- 
al advancement. Another build- 
ing to which Santa Anans may 
point with pride is the $400,000 
Masonic temple, one of the 
leading Masonic in 
Southland.

In 
this park is to be fotind a swim- 
ming pool, athletic field, turfed 
and landscaped camping ground, 
inclosed and, equipped with free 
gas and cooking equipment; a 
beautiful outdoor theater, to- 
gether with a wide selection of 
flora and fauna. 

Anaheim has two large indus- 
trial plants, one for the produc- 
tion of industrial. alcohol, the 
other for the packing of fine 
Southern California meats. In 
and about the city are well- 
equipped packing-houses.
